* the first of January, showed larger exports 
for 1860than were ever before made in a 
_ tingle year fram Chicago. Bat it is well 
understood that the graneries of fhe West 
are still full tooverflowing. In many see- 
tions at least half the wheat crop is still in 
the hands of the producers, and the corn 
crop of the past season is nearly all to be 
marketed. Large drafts, it is true, have 
been miade by purchasers from the South 
on the farmers along the line of the IIlinois 
Central Railroad, and probably that mar- 
, ket wilPabsorb most, if not all, the surplus 
in that section, but this will leave a better 
market for other portions of the West. 
Millions of bushcls of this important staple 
are still in the hands of the farmers, and 
will furnish an active business during all 
the early part of the coming season. Of 
pork and provisions there is still a large 
surplus to be marketed, and generally there 
is more than the usual amount of Western 
products on hand at this season, to find 


their wny to the markets of the country. 


While the West has great reason for 
thankfulness to the Giver of all good, for 

- the abundance with which he has blessed 
ua, there can be no doubt whatever that | 
our surplus will all be wanted at fair and 
remunerative prices. The South may blurt 
out her treason to her heart's content; but 
she cannot eat her cotton.

Weshall have to commence on 
mall scale at first, of course; andj it would 
seein advisable to coufmence the cultivation 
of the plant eo as to ralse seed at onde, and the 
dressing and manufactare as goon as posible;

ly independeut of the South; and „ m a 
degree, of the East. by raising our own 
raw and manufacturing our own do- 
mestic goods, This would operate favorably

Post as for as we would be supplied with home 


manufactures, 60 far we should save the prices 
of freights and the profits of speculators, —_, 
Now, admitting that this saving all goes to 
the manufacturers, still it will be saved to our 
scetion of country, and will most assuredly as- 
sist in the prosperity thereof.
